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1 . Applicant's arguments filed October 9, 2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The Examiner has clearly met all of the structural limitations of claim 
1 in U.S. Patent No. 1 ,847,544 to Weber. The only claimed differences between the 
structure recited in claim 1 and Weber are the temperature differences between the 
freezer cabinet 2 and the external housing 1 , and the housing 1 being removable from 
the cabinet. The temperature differences are considered to be a matter of obvious 
choice to one of ordinary skill in the art. It is extremely well known to provide a 
refrigerator cabinet with two compartments and different temperatures in the 
compartments. For example, household refrigerators routinely have a fresh food 
compartment and a freezer compartment, each having its own operating temperature 
different from each other. Applicant has not provided any showing of criticality or 
unexpected results that would render the claimed temperature differences more than a 
mere matter of obvious choice to one of ordinary skill in the refrigeration art. 

2. Regarding the claimed limitation of the display and dispensing assembly being 
removable from the freezer cabinet, this is considered to be obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art in the respect that any two compartments can be removed or separated 
from each other, and then joined back together.
